“ If 'the standard is not re ­ 
vised, Ford will be unable to 
produce automobiles for sale in 
the United States after Dec. 31, 
1:967 — when the standard takes 
effect,” Ford said.

door latches and hinges to keep

Boy’s Death Weighs Heavily

George Geiger 


rPH E policeman sat in his patrol car; the 
chill night rain beating a steady tattoo on 
its roof. The burning end of his cigaret cast 
a red glow over his face. 
He stared ahead; re ­ 
living a boy’s death. 
Two n i g h t s earlier, 
patrolm an George Geiger 
chased Larry Fen well, a 
17 year old boy who was 
driving a stolen car. The 
car left the road at Doug- 
lassville and Penwell was 
killed. 
Go below the sur­ 
face 
of 
the 
routine 
police report and you 
see 
into a 
well of 
emotions; the words “dead on arrival’’ 
go deep. The cast of characters in this 
dram a of sudden death become terribly 
human—'more than just nam.es. 
“No matter how you look at it,” Geiger 
said, “he’d be alive today if I didn’t chase 
him .” 
You disagree and say, “ Maybe the boy 
would have sped away anyhow. You don’t 
know. He could have been killed whether you 
chased him or not. Maybe he’d have hit an 
oncoming vehicle and killed innocent people 
if he wasn’t stopped; if he hadn’t crashed 
when he did.” 
But Geiger’s self-assumed responsibility 
weighs heavily on Mm. 
He mourns the boy; questions the chase. 
The memory of it, the horror of those 
last few seconds of violent death is deep­ 
ly etched in his mind. He’ll live with it 
forever. 
Geiger takes his responsibility seriojisly. 
He’s a thinking patrolman; one who doesn’t 
act in haste but is steady and reliable. 
He saw Penwell zoom out of Dempsey’s 
parking lot. “ A drag racer,” he said to his 
companion, 
Rookie 
Patrolman 
Howard 
Ballou. 
Geiger flicked on his dome light; the car 
isn’t equipped with a siren. As he pulled 
closer to Penwell, the boy increased his 


speed. When they got to High and Berks 
streets, the youth turned off his lights. 
“That’s when I knew we had to get 
him,” Geiger said. “Usually a speeder 
or drag racer will just try to get away. 
But when he turned off his lights we be­ 
came more suspicious. I didn’t know 
what made him pull away from the diner 
like he did. For all 1 knew he could have 
robbed it or hurt someone in there. I just 
didn’t know. I told Ballou, “ w ell have to 
catch him now.’ ” 
Geiger 
gauges his 
responsibility. 
At 
times when pursuing a speeding car, he 
slows down and lets the car get away. “ You 
have to think of people coming in the other 
direction,” he said. “ If traffic is picking up it 
may be better to let the speeder get away. 
He’ll slow down then and others on the road 
will be safer.” 
“ But this was different. I didn’t know 
what the boy had done.” 
Pottstown police speedometers are check­ 
ed monthly. They’re accurate. 
“When I get to 100, let me know,” 
Geiger said to Ballou as they sped 
along Route 422. It was too risky for 
Geiger to take his eyes off the road for 
a split second to check the speedometer. 
“ You’re over that now,” Ballou replied. 
The thin needle laid flat on the right side of 
the speedometer, indicating 110 miles per 
hour or more. 
“ He wasn’t getting away from me but I 
w asn’t gaining on him, either,” Geiger said. 
Approaching the Harold Buick 
agency, 
Geiger eased the gas slightly. The road was 
bearing to the right. 
The car ahead of him didn’t make the 
slight curve. It barreled ahead. 
“We saw it fly into the air,” Geiger 
said, “pieces of metal were thrown up as 
the car hit the guardrail and spun away. 
We passed under the metal while it was 
still in 'the air. A few seconds later it 
would have splattered us.” 
Geiger pulled to a stop, turned to Ballou 
and said, “ That’s it. He’s had it.” 
“ We walked back to the car but there was 
no one in it. We looked around the car and 


couldn’t find anyone. We started to widen the 
search but still didn't find the boy. 
“I saw an object 150 feet away (the 
distance from the Reading concourse to 
Dempsey’s) and thought it was the body. 
But when we got to it I saw it wras the rolled 
up hood. Off in the distance in a field I saw 
a smaller object. 
“ I didn’t think it was the body be­ 
cause it wras too small but 1 went up to it 
and it was him. 
“ I never saw anything like it. He was 
small as if he had shrunk; and steam was 
coming from him. All over him steam or 
smoke was rising. 
“ I bent down and tried to help him. He 
was unconscious. But then he moaned once 
and died. There was nothing I could do. 
“ The boy’s legs were broken up and 
twisted behind him. So were his arms. They 
were bunched up against his body. That’s 
what made him look so small. I can’t ex­ 
plain the steam ,” 
Help arrived 
and Geiger sent the 
young patrolman to look for a license 
plate so he wouldn’t have to watch the 
removal of the body. He felt the rookie 
saw enough for his second night on the 
job. 
— 
Geiger helped place the broken body 
into an ambulance. 
“ One thing the accident did,” he said as 
he eyed Dempsey’s through the rain-covered 
windshield, “it slowed down some of these 
fast drivers. The past two mornings they’ve 
been using their heads. But I guess it won’t 
keep up. They’ll forget again.” 
When they do, Geiger will do his duty. He 
saw death in its most brutal form. He was 
part of it. But he was on the job again. 
A woman rapped at the patrol car 
window, “excuse me, officer,” she -said, 
“ but I just saw a woman down by the by­ 
pass and she might need help. She’s in 
her nightclothes.” 
.After a few questions and a wave of 
the hand, Geiger took off toward the bypass. 
For a moment the memory of the boy’s 
death was forgotten. 
But it’ll return.
